In 1898 the extent returned under grass was 10,470,119 acres 
in 1899 the amount returned isl0,575,(>03 acres, being an increase 
of 104,884 acres; the extent returned as fallow in 1898 was 
10,839 acres, and in 1899, 13,081 acres ; the extent under woods 
and plantations was 307,061 acres in 1898, and 308,800 acres in 
1899 ; and the extent returned under “ Turf Bog, Marsh, Barren 
Mountain Land, &c.,” was 4,833,865 acres in 1898, and 4,809,18? 
acres in 1899, being a decrease of 24, GTS acres; of the acreage 
thus returned in 1899, 1,190,208 acres have been entered by the 
enumerators as turf bog, 380,855 acres as marsh, and 2,261,018 
acres as barren mountain land. 

Total Extent under Crops. 

Cereal crops. Cereal Crop s. — Compared with 1898 there appears a decrease ! 

of 939 acres in the acreage under wheat ; a decrease of 29,084 j 
acres under oats; an increase of 11,438 acres under barley; a ] 
decrease of 217 acres under here and rye, and an increase of 107 ) 
acres under beans and pease ; showing a net decrease of 19,235 ! 
acres in the extent under cereal crops. 

Green crops Green Crops. — The extent under potatoes has decreased by 
1,960 acres; that under turnips by 5,474 acres; that under 
cabbage by 2,630 acres ; and the extent under vetches and 
rape by 3 i 1 acres ; inangel wurzel has increased by 6,759 acres; 
and carrots, parsnips, and other green crops by 6Tb acres, leaving 
a net decrease of 2,970 acres in the extent under green crops. 

Flax. Flax.— The acreage under flax in 1898 was 34,469 acres; 

the extent returned under this crop in 1899 is 34,9SG acres, 
being an increase of 517 acres or To per cent. 

Meadow In the returns the area under meadow and clover is shown as the 
ana cinver. g^nt <• J’or Hay only,” subdivided under the headings “ Clever, 
sainfoin, and grasses under rotation " and “ Permanent pasture, 
or grass not broken up in rotation.” The extent for hay under 
“Clover, &c„” in 1898, was 652,040 acres : this year it is 624,113 
acres, being a decrease of 27,922 acres. The area for bay on per- 
manent pasture in 1898 was 1,522,430 acres, and in 1S99 it is 
1,484,459 acres, showing a decrease of 27,971 acres. There is, 
therefore, a decrease of 55,893 acres in the total area under 
meadow and clover.
